PropmSWMt^ nported, 
but the matter wm pM^iKmed till 
another meeting. 

The council decided to make a do 
nation t^tte Baseball Association of 
an amount equal to the license of 
the carnival next week. ' 

No action was taken on the appli 
cation of J. H. West for a permit to 
erect a frame building on Third and 
Liberty streeta for a livery itabie. 
Adjaeeat property owners protested . 

An appropriation of $670 was au- 
thorized fur reffrading Sooth Vir 
ginia street from Sixteenth to 
Twenty-first streets. Mr. Sanders, 
of the Indian Refining Co.. and Mr. 
Stagg. of the Standard Oil Co. ad 
dressed the council on the use of 
street .oils and gave much expert in- 
fonaatioi. They presented lealed 
proposal? to the council, their prices 
being about the same, ranging from 
4i to 4| cents per gallon for differ- 
ent grades of oil. Eich was given 
a trial order of one tank for inunedi- 
ate diipment, the oil to bt oied in 
the business scctiOM VilNa t^M 
next t «o weeks.

The trial of flM embexzlement 
case againat R. R. MTroyille oeen- 

pkd the attention of circuit court 
n)o«t nf the week and went to the 
jury Thursday evening. 

SpeedMiwwtiMida fevr or 
five nttevaaft, MR Smith efaMint 
for the Commonwealth in a vigoroai 
and eloquent speech, one of his 
strongest efforts for a year or more. 
The jory waa hopelessly hong from 
the first 11 to 1 for conviction and 
reported yesterday at noon that 
they could not agree and were dis- 
charged. None of the other mill 
cases will be tried at this term.

My attention was flrst called to HJekoiy King 
Com twelve or fifteen years ago. 

It was claimed to prodare more com, not cobs 

AND STALKS, especially on thin latd. than uny ntiier 

variety. I had been planting the different varieties 
grown in this teetion. Middle Tennessee and North 

of Ohio River. Each had its serious defects, too inuch 
cob, too long maturing or t^o cbaify. and each bad 
too many nnbbins, or ears not filled out. I did not 
like especially the first crop of Hickory King Corn I 
raised. Ibe ears were moat too small, and not 
enough stalk. 

The next year I erjsssd It with Hoffsaan. giving 

it r7ii>re stalk and longer eirs, and still retaining the 
large, deep grains with a slightly larger cob. Since 
then I hare not planted any ether com on the farm. 

and have done all I could to prevent its mixing with 
my neighbor's corq« many of whom plant this 
misty. 

In a test made at the Iowa Experimental College 
sorne years ago this corn shelled out most pouuds of 
corn perbosheleatof thirty varieties. On aeeount 
of the small cob. this corn did not sour in the shock 
in the fall of 1906 during the wet harvest, so there 
was no trottWa aboot the seed for the 1907 erop, 
while with almost all other varieties the case was 
just reversed. 1 had no trouble getting a stand of 97 
per eenli^lthoat testing seed. B iwi t si of sovsral 
varietieH i," com were eent to the Ajfricultural De- 
partment to be tested. The report showed Uickory 
King to be one of tha most satiaiMtonr tksgr kad 
tested.

The chief ob- 
jections urged against it are the hardness of grain and 
the difficulty with whi:h it is husked. Selection and 
breeding may overcome these defects as well as in- 
crease the yield. Also selections are suggested both 
for a one-eared variety for grain and for a prcl'fic 
strain for silage, for which purpose on poor uplands 
it is even now well suited. tSrilure to plant thick 
e nough ia no t if. unc ommon caase of nnsatiefactory 
yield, especially if ranke r- grow i ng and large-eared 

varietier, which require wide spacing haye so to

The most prominent seed com catalogs in the

One out West says: "A 
white variety of Md eon whieh has the smallest 
c ob of anv in existence, of vigorous habits and a 
splendid and sn re cropper, enpecially well suited to 
light and ihin $>oii. A very deslraMe variety and 
largely piuiitt ii in nuiny So uthern States. It doeo 
well in all Northern and Ce ntral VVestern States." 

This seems tu cover nearly all the corn section. 
Anotkar kxal entalogM says. *The eara ara 

rather anall. bat usually two or three on eadi stalk. 

It is a good yielder. The coba are small, a riBfl* 
grain sometimes being large enough to cover across 

section of cob. The grains are very large, flinty, 
and of the finest quality for milling o r feeding." 

What else do we want with i(? This corn is 
partltiMy goad for early crops and «U1 ghw sill»> 
factory results. 

These are correct descriptions of the corn. It 
does not matare so sarlv as some ef tkosa Northsn 
and Western "leaders," and hence is not so light and 
husky . It matures earlier than the old WiUis, the 
most widely known com hare, and wNI prodaea nsM 
and better corn. I knew no corn so easy to get a 
stand of. Ears that kava been on the ground all 
winter will nsaally gemtaata satisfaetorily. It WM 
stand more exposure than will "Willis" and is as 
satisfactory for meal and feed as any com grows 
anywhara.

Clure's Magazine for April. 

The fact that tha BraAcnn had 
no money to buy a telescope was no 
permanent obatade— they went to 
work to Mb* MM instead. They 
set up a little shop, with a tiny en- 
gine and a lathe. Together they 
made tha tob« and ground the 
lensca, husband and wife working 
side by side, she hardly less deft 
than ha. Every evening, after his 
ten-hour grind at the roliinp: mill 
was over, John Brashear hurried up 
the hill to his home up on the South 
aide, to find his shop in order, the 
engine cleaned and oiled, with steam 
up, randy f» tta evening's work. 
Firstcamaa waril «p, with very 
careful attention to his hands and 
nails, for lens-grinding is delicate 
work and some particle of dust or 
grime from the mills might have 
fallen on the polisher and ruined the 
glass. HanwBd even reaolataly to 



wash his hair every night, no matter 
bow tired he was, to avoid any risk 
of this kind. Then, supper over, he 
ground and polished and tested till 
nridnight, till one. till two o'clock in 
the morning; then a hurried tumb'e 
into bed, a few hours' sleep, and up, 
when the five o'clock whistle blew, 
for another day's toil at the mill. and 
another happy evening in the little 
shop. 

Three years they Spent on their 
first five-inch glass. When it was 
nearly done. Brashear. then a man 
past thirty, wrapped the precious 
object in a red bandanna handker- 
chief, and carried it across the river 
and up the hill to the Allegheny Ob- 
servatory, to get the 'advice of 
Langley, who was then director, as 
to the final corrections to be made 
upon the glass. When at last the 
telescope was done, he and hia wife 
set it up in the attic of their little 
bouse, and. having cut a hole in the 
roof, invited thair friends and neigh 
bors in to ha«a m laak it tha planet 
Saturn.

March 22.— Supplies 
for three new companies of Militia 
and an sBtifa hftaada awdi 
ment were secured for Kentucky 
from the War department by Col. 
E. B. BsMstt. aalkc Adiutant Gen- 
eral, before he left for Frankfort. 
Col. Bassett completed the arrange- 
mentawhidihaaaBMhaMta flMha. 
and when the three companies are 
mustered in the supplies will be 
raadyaadthabritadawillha aom- 
plate. 

"The action of the War Uepart- 
is a tiaal tMair for Ken- 
tucky." said Col. Bassett. "It means 
that the brigade will certainly be 
e oai p latad at oaaa and will ha vaady 
to talM tha field at any time requir- 
ed. It mean 4 that Kentuckj will be 
in the forefront of lha MMaaal 
militia, as she should be. 

"Two of the companies for which 
suppUsa haaa been saearad are now 
being recruited in Louisville. The 
Bupplieii consist of uniforms, kits, 
I guns, snd ammunition. whUa the 
brigade medical equipment supplies 
an impurtaiit \«ant. The coat of 
the supplies tu tlM GavanHMBt is 
about $3O,0UU."

WUlMafc Frankfort, will 
give out the namee of the three 
militia officers who are to go to 
Texas with the first detaebaMnt.
